TO 

Amend the Law relating to the office of Assistant Inspector a.d. 1887 . 
General, and of County Inspector and District Inspector, 
in the Royal Irish Constabulary. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. — (1.) So much of any of the Acts relating to the Royal Irish Additional 

Constabulary, as limits the number of assistant inspectors general 
in that force, shall be and is hereby repealed. The number shall general, 
be such as the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Gover- 
nors of Ireland, with the consent of the Commissioners of the 
10 Treasury, may from time to time determine. 

(2.) If any person appointed to the office of assistant inspector 
general vacates, in consequence of his being so appointed, any office 
in respect of which he would have been entitled to superannuation 
under the Civil Service Superannuation Act, 1859, then such person 22 Vict. c. 26 . 
15 shall, on ceasing to be an assistant inspector general, be super- 
annuated under that Act, upon his total service in the two offices 
and upon the profits of the office last held by him. 

2 . — ( 1 .) The district for which a county inspector may be appointed County in- 
and may act shall be a county, city, or town, or such combination 
20 of counties, cities, towns, baronies, or townlands, or parts thereof Retirement 
as the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of of .

(2.) When any county inspector or district inspector has com- 
pleted a service of thirty years, the Lord Lieutenant or other 
Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time being may, if 5 
he or they think fit, require him to retire, and he shall thereupon 
become entitled to a pension computed on his actual service, but 
without any addition in respect of the cause of his retirement. 

3. This Act may be cited as the Constabulary (Ireland) Act, 
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
